Those are the sensational words that cap- 
tured headlines in the U.S., Great Britain and 
Italy during the Amanda Knox saga. On Mon- 
day, the buzz phrase was “judgment day” 

Would the flaxen-haired, photogenic Amer- 
ican student, convicted in 2009 of sexually as- 
saulting and murdering her British housemate, 
Meredith Kercher, be set free? Would her con- 
viction be overturned? 

Knox was freed Monday 

Authorities quickly hustled Knox out of the 
courtroom and to the prison where she could 
collect her things. 

The Knox case was a pop culture obses- 
sion, and the interest won’t end now that the 
jury has decided to set her free. The race will 
be on for which media outlet interviews her 


first. More than 410 journalists had creden- 
tials to be at the courthouse in the tiny village 
of Perugia, Italy 

Meanwhile, movie deals are in the works. 
Filmmaker Michael Winterbottom is interest- 
ed in making a movie about Knox, with Oscar- 
winning actor Colin Firth starring as a journal- 
ist covering the trial, the Guardian reports. 

Tourism in Perugia apparently hasn’t bene- 
fited from the notoriety, according to Italy’s La 
Stampa newspaper. Several residents say they’d 
rather their village go back to being famous for 
its chocolate. 

On Monday Knox’s name didn’t fall out of 
the top five trending topics on Google, a re- 
markable feat for today’s constantly changing 
news cycle. 

It was social media, after all, that helped 
form the image of Knox as both an innocent 


BOOK IT 

In the past few years, many books have been 
written about Knox, including one titled 
“Angel Face.” The latest book is “The Fatal 
Gift of Beauty: The Trials of Amanda Knox.” 


American college student and a murdering 
temptress. 

In 2007, images on Knox’s Facebook page 
were taken by media in the U.S., Great Britain 
and elsewhere and used in stories. Aprivate vid- 
eo posted on %uTube showing Knox laughing 
suddenly had a sinister feel, stories about the 
case note. The nickname Foxy Knoxy didn’t 
come from the press; it was given to Knox by 
her schoolmates and was an innocent gesture 
made long before Kercher’s death. But “Foxy 
Knoxy” repeated on the Web and in news sto- 
ries, took on another meaning. It quickly be- 
gan to feel synonymous with cunning and de- 
ception, with sexist overtones.

North Side CTA riders 
to see bus signs first 


North Siders, pack 
that app up. 

Riders on the 
North Side may not 
have to rely on CTA 
tracking apps, thanks 
to new electronic 
signs that display bus 
arrival information. 

Mayor Emanuel 
announced last week 
that the C'l'A plans to 
set up 400 electronic 
Buslracker displays 
at shelters across the 
city. 'l'he first 150 shelter signs, slated to be 
installed by March, concentrate on North 
Side routes, city data shows. 

ITiis initial batch of shelter signs is geared 
toward the express buses. Nos. 143-148, 
which travel along Lake Shore Drive between 
the North Side and North Michigan Avenue. 

There will be 19 electronic signs posted 
along the No. 147-Outer Drive Express route, 
between the Howard stop on the Red, Purple 
and Aellow lines and Michigan Avenue and 
Congress Parkway About 16,000 riders take 
that route each weekday 

Citywide, each ward initially is receiving at 
least two shelter signs, but three wards, in the 
downtown area and on the West Side, each 
will see 10 displays, according to data posted 
on transitchicago.com. 

The 42nd Ward— which encompasses the 
Loop, North Michigan Avenue, River North, 
Streeterville and the Gold Coast— is netting 
20 shelter signs, the most of any ward. The 
ward’s alderman, Brendan Reilly did not 
return calls for comment.

T'he No. 79 -79th bus, which travels alorg 
79th Street between the lakcfront and West- 
ern Avenue, had the highest average weekday 
ridership in August: nearly 30,000 riders. 
Four signs will be placed along this route in 
the initial phase of this project. 

The No. 9-Ashland bus, which travels along

The 400 displays scheduled to be installed 
will cover 80 percent of the ClAs ridership, 
agency president Forrest Claypool said.

The odds of experiencing a bad commute on 
the CTA are greater on Mondays and Fridays 
and during the run-up to rush periods, all be- 
cause of canceled buses and trains, a Tribune 
examination of performance data has found. 

The worst month for canceled runs so far 
this year? August. 

Riders of the CTAs No. 86 Narragansett/ 
Ridgeland know better than any other bus 
riders what it is like to wait for a bus that 
seems to never come— their route has the 
highest rate of canceled runs, according to the 
Tribune analysis. 

Next are the No. 66 Chicago, No. 151 Sheri- 
dan, No. 82 Kimball/Homan and No. 22 Clark, 
according to the tabulation, which was based 
on individual incidents the CTA reported for 
January through August of this year. 

For rail passengers, the Blue Line is most 
likely to suffer canceled runs. Nearly 1,000 
Blue Line trains were canceled in the time pe- 
riod. It was followed by the Red Line, with 873 
cancellations, the data show. 

The Tribune’s look at canceled runs shows 
that “manpower shortage” is far and away the 
most common reason cited by the agency for 
why passengers are left waiting. The finding 
raises questions for the agency about how it 
manages its work force in an era of diminish- 
ing resources. 

Peak travel periods are precisely when the 
CTAs capacity is beginning to be stretched 
to the limit and every bus and train is needed. 

CTA rider Monica Espana said service is 
getting worse on the Narragansett/Ridgeland 
bus route. 

“You have to wait probably 30 minutes or

more,” Espana, 23, said. ‘And that’s pretty 
much all day long.” 

In their defense, CTA officials say they 
have a chronic absenteeism problem and 
point the finger at lax work rules and union 
contracts that make it difficult to disci- 
pline drivers who repeatedly fail to show 
up. Chronically absent employees can face 
dismissal only after seven occurrences in a 
calendar year, under the current contract. 
Being absent without leave for multiple days 
counts as a single occurrence. 

Rampant absenteeism will cost the cash- 
strapped agency an additional $40 million 


this year to hire fill-in workers, officials said. 
The extra expense comes as the CTA is ex- 
pected to impose a fare increase in 2012 to 
balance its budget. 

An average of 19 days will be lost this year 
for each front-line employee because of un- 
scheduled missed work— the equivalent of 
about four weeks each for the 7,882-member 
bus and rail staffs, CTA projections show. 
When scheduled days off are factored in, the 
total averages two months lost for each em- 
ployee, or about 355,000 days lost, the CTA 
said. 

Under the CTAs collective-bargaining 
agreement with its unions, no pay is provided 
for the first two days off sick. However, work- 
ers who have called in sick for five days receive 
full pay Employees earn a maximum of $200 
per week for up to 26 weeks under short-term 
disability 
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The No. 86 Narragansett/ 
Ridgeland route has the

The CTA’s rate of unscheduled absences 
is 214 times what occurs at transportation 
systems, communications companies and 
utilities operated by private companies, ac- 
cording to a 2010 study by Mercer Human 
Resource Consulting and Deloitte. 

The transit agency’s new president, For- 
rest Claypool, has vowed to end what he 
called “an unacceptable level of gaming the 
system” that has been tolerated by previ- 
ous administrations. 

“If you look at the absenteeism num- 
bers, the long-awaited four-day work week 
has arrived for the CTA,” said Claypool, 
who added that he will take a hard line with 
the unions when the current labor contract 
expires at the end of the year. 

Claypool said a number of employees 
“mysteriously call in sick on Mondays or 
Fridays, particularly around holiday week- 


ends as well as other times, to bookend 
their weekends.” 

“It is a minority of workers who don’t 
show up for work,” he said. “But it is en- 
demic and growing worse.” 

Leaders of the Amalgamated Transit 
Union, which represents CTA bus drivers 
and rail operators, agreed that absenteeism 
is excessive, but they blamed CTA man- 
agement for fostering poor morale among 
the rank and file. 

“I, as a union leader, have been fighting 
on the CTA’s side to help get more funding. 
But we feel management is always working 
against us,” said Robert Kelly president 
of ATU Local 308, the rail workers union. 
‘All we ask for is respect, and we don’t get 
it here. It has always been that way CTA 
always assumes you are guilty until you are 
proven innocent.”

Chicago cops could ticket bicyclists who text 
while riding on city streets under a proposal en- 
dorsed Monday by a panel of aldermen. 

The proposal, recommended by the Pedes- 
trian and Traffic Safety Committee, also would 
make it illegal to talk on a cellphone without a 
hands-free device while biking on the road. If ap- 
proved Wednesday by the full City Council, the 
ban will go into effect next month. 

“This ordinance basically levels the playing 
field between motorists and bicyclists,” said Aid. 
Margaret Laurino (39th), chairman of the com- 
mittee and sponsor of the measure. “Like drivers, 
bicyclists will not be able to text while moving. 
Nor will bicyclists be able to use their cellphones 
unless they utilize a hands-free device.” 

Also backing the measure was Adolfo I lernan- 
dez, director of outreach and advocacy for the 
pro-cyclists Active Transportation Alliance. 

“WeVe been looking out for cyclists rights for 
more than the past 25 years,” Hernandez said. 
“Even we are in complete support of the this 
bike-text ban ordinance. 

“It makes complete sense. ... As users of the 
road, we have the same rights and responsibili- 
ties as motorists.” 

In 2010, cycHsts were involved in more than 
1,600 crashes, in which five people were killed, 
said Luann Hamilton, deputy commissioner of 
project development in the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 

“This ordinance will address one of the risky 
behaviors by road users that can lead to crashes,” 
she said. 

Laurino said the issue of people on phones 
talking and texting first was brought to her by 
colleagues after recent hearings on cycling. 

“I think it’s common sense,” she said. “Eve ac- 
tually seen people riding and texting with both 
hands. I’m not quite sure how they do that, but I 
have noticed that myself”

I’m the 
underdog 
in ’12 race 

D WASHINGTON President Obama says 
he's “absolute!/' the underdog in his 
bid for re-election, embracing the findings of 
a new survey that shows most Americans ex- 
pect he'll be a one-term president. 

Among the factors Obama said are weigh- 
i ng on his campaign is his own concession that 
the economy has not sufficiently recovered. 

“T don't think {Americans are} better off 
than they were four years ago/ Obama told 
ABCs CTeorge Stephanopoulos in a White 
House interview Monday “WTiat we've seen 
is that weVc been able to make steady prog- 
ress. .,. But the unemployment rate is still w^r^ 
too high/' 

Obama offered the assessment, seized 
upon by Republicans, to make a pitch for his 
jobs program. “It's so critical for us to make 
sure that we are taking every action that wc 
can take to put people back to work/' he said. 

ITie new poll, conducted by Lange r Re- 
search Associates for ABC News and the 
Washington Post, showed that just 37 percent 
of respondents expected that Obama would 
win a second term, and 55 percent expected a 
Republican to win. 

“Absolutely,” Obama said when asked 
whether he's the underdog, “I don't mind. I'rn 
used to being an underdog.” 

The president said, as he has in the past, 
that voters ultimately would make a decision 
based on “who's got a vision for the future 
that can actually help ordinary families recap- 
ture that American dream.” 

“Nobody is going to deny that we're not 
where we need to be, that the economy is not 
producing enough jobs that pay well and give 
people a leg up on life. 

‘And so the question is, what’s most likely 
to get there?” he said.
